Wednesday afternoon by Phillip Bur­ 
gess, . consulting hydraulic engineer 
of Columbus, employed by the city to 
investigate and submit a report on the 
proposed purchase of the Xenia W ater 
Company property by the city. 
Summarizing 
the 
complete 
and 
lengthy report submitted Mr. Burgess 
made the above statem ent in the fol­ 
lowing paragraph: 
“ Under 
private 
ownership, 
during' the next thirty 
years, the City will pay over $200,000 
more for w ater service than would 
be required under public ownership, 
and at the end of thirty years the con­ 
sumers and tax payers would not own 
any part of the property. 
It is ob­ 
vious th at continued private owner­ 
ship of the W ater W orks’ properties 
at Xenia during the next thirty years 
would result in a financial loss to the 
city of nearly a half million dollars.” 
Iii referring to the report 
Mr. Bur­ 
gess recommended 
immediate 
pur­ 
chase of the W ater Company proper­ 
ties, and the establishment of a new 
and single source of supply either by 
filtration of the water from the al­ 
ready tested wells a t Old Town or by 
a filtered w ater supply from the river. 
T he form er source was reco m m en d ­ 
ed more strongly by the engineer. 
The .summary delivered at the con­ 
clusion of the report briefly stated 
the financial and other benefits to 
derived by the city from municipal 
ownership,” 
These benefits are as 
follows th a t the city can purchase the 
properties of the W ater Company at 
a cost of $260,000 which is at 
least 
$40,000 below th# price th a t would 
probably be determined from a valua­ 
tion of thru properties by a board of 
engineering appraisers. T hat the city 
can purchase anti operate these prop 


day which is more than enough 
to 
supply the needs of Xenia from one 
source and exceeds by 500,000 gallons 
the maximum pumpage at the present 
plants. 
The only drawback 
to 
the 
water, according to the report, is the 
fact th a t it contains iron 
which is 
detrim ental to- the mains, and is not 
satisfactory for general use such as 
laundry work. 
The 
iron 
however 
could be removed by the installation of 
a plant for that purpose, explained 
Mr. Burgess. 
The engineer also per­ 
mitted suggestion of the possibility 
that wells could be drilled on the site 
which would draw w ater from only the 
upper rock strata that would be free 
from iron. 
While no experiment of I 
th a t nature has been made, there arc : 
no indications of iron in the w ater of! 
the upper strata. 
The site at Old ! 
Town is also very desirable for sev- 1 
eral reasons as explained as follows 
by the engineers' report: 
“The site 
at Old Town is much to be preferred 
because practically all of the sewage 
of the City of X*enia enters the river 
above T rtbeins; (which site was also 
suggested) because the pipe line re ­ 
quired to carry the supply to the city 
will be shorter and cheaper from Old 
Town; because the W afer company al­ 
ready owns the tra c t of land most de­ 
sirable for the development of a w ater 
supply at Old Town and has already 
drilled three satisfactory wells on this 
property; and, finally, because a rail­ 
road siding, suitable for handling m a­ 
terials and supplies, is available on 
the site a t Old Town. 
Moreover the 
land and wells at Old Town are in­ 
cluded in the price of $260,000 now 
asked for the properties of the Com­ 
pany and represent an expenditure of 
over $5,000. 
“•However this same tract offers the 
best site available for the 
develop­ 
m ent o f a surface supply. 
Therefore 
the problem of developing 
a 
new 
w ater supply for Xenia is simplified 
to a determination of thy com par hive 
merits and costs of a well system or 
a filtered river supply developed at 
Old Town on the site now owned by 
the Company.”

The best site available 
for the development of a new w ater 
supply is on the property of the W ater 
Company at Old Town, where either a 
ground w ater or a filtered w ater of a 
very satisfactory quality is available 
a t a reasonable expense for develop­ 
ment. 
Either supply is adequate to 
take care of all present and future 
needs of the city. 
“The City can purchase the present 
properties of the W ater Company and 
can install a new ground w ater supply 
a t Old Town with a reduction in yearly 
cost of water service of $6,500. 
“The reduction of 
$6 500 
yearly 
would be in addition to a sinking fund 
which 
properly should be provided 
and which would perm it a retirement 
of all bonds in thirty years after the 
purchase of thp property. 
In other 
words, municipal ownership of the 
property not only would save the city 
$6,500 yearly but a t the same time 
the property would pay for itself out 
of earnings in th irty years, permitting 
a substantial reduction of the cost oi 
w ater service at that time. 
It has 
been estimated th a t the cost of water 
service could be cut in half at the end 
c ^ t b a t time. 
“ In continuing his 
summary, 
Mr 
Burgess says: 
“The above analysis 
shows clearly why it is th at so many 
municipalities have 
purchased 
the 
local w ater w orks’ properties. In fact, 
it is evident th a t in most communities 
as at Xenia the city cannot afford to 
perm it its local w ater works proper­ 
ties to be operated under private own­ 
ership. 
“ Moreover tho financial advantage 
under municipal ownership is not the 
only consideration which makes such 
ownership attractive. 
Local regula­ 
tion of service, us well us of rates 
chargeable for service, is not possi­ 
ble under private 
ownership. 
The 
city is powerless to compel improve­ 
ments 
of 
the 
quality 
of 
the 
w ater supply or of the distribution of 
it. Regulation of service as well as 
of rates is possible only under muni­ 
cipal ownership. 
‘Home Rule’ is ab­ 
solute under municipal ownership but 
does not exist a t all under private 
ownership. 
“ In view of th e foregoing facts it 
seems to me obvious th a t the welfare 
of the citizens of Xenia demands th a t 
the city accept the offer of the w ater 
company to sell its properties to the 
city for a consideration of $260,000.” 
The saving bv the city of nearly a 
half million dollars during the next 
thirty years by purchase of the W ater 
company properties is based not only 
on the amount saved in cost of w ater 
service but the increase in value of 
the plant during the next thirty years 
is also taken into consideration.

TAFT IS AIDING 
WILSON IN WORK 
ON COVENANT

W ashington, March 27.— Ex-presi­ 
dent' T a ft is working by cable with 
President Wilson in an effort to so 
amend the league of nations covenant 
as to make it acceptable to opposition 
Republicans. 
This was officially disclosed today

Paris is now working on four amend­ 
ments to the covenant, w ritten

Talk at President Wilson’s request. 
The amendments have to do largely, 
it is said, with safeguarding the Mon­ 
roe doctrine, one ef 
the 
foremost 
points of contention 
between 
the 
president and Republican senators. 
T a ft drafted his proposed amend­ 
ments shortly after President Wil­ 
son’s return to France. 
Before dis­ 
patching them however he asked Sec­ 
retary Tumulty to inquire 
of 
the 
President whether suggestions were 
in order. 
The president responded 
that he would be very glad to hear 
T a ft’s proposals. 
The amendments were then cabled 
the president through official chan­ 
nels and 
the 
president 
personally 
acknowledged receipt of them 
in 
a 
later message for T aft. 
He did not 
indicate, however, w hat 
was 
being 
done about the amendments. A furth­ 
er message today to the White House 
disclosed that the president has all 
four of the T aft amendments before 
the league of nations carpenters.

ment it w as stated by those in inti­ 
m ate touch with the president today 
th a t he at no time had been unwill­ 
ing to receive constructive criticism 
of the original league covenant.

we gave the 
argument, of Senator Spooner, while 
Roosevelt was President, holding the 
doctrine that the President is the ab­ 
solute maker of treaties, and that the 
Senate’s “advice and 
consent” 
has 


nothing to do with the treaty until it 
is presented as a complete document 
ready for 
ratification. 
While 
this 
may be, strictly speaking, constitu­ 
tional law, many 
Senators 
contend 


that it was not so 
intended by the 
fram ers of the constitution, and that 
the practice in the pa^t has been 
to 
show that many Presidents took the 
broader view that the word ”ad\ ice 
on the part of the Senate meant that 
the original intention 
was that the 
President was expected to ask 
the 
“advice” of tho Senators 
in making 
treaties with other nations. 
Having given the President’s 
side 
of the case. it is only fair to show 
that of Hie 
Senators, who contend 
that the custom has been to ask their 
advice in the construction of impor­ 
ta n t treaties. 
In 
only two 
instances 
does 
the 
Constitution give to the 
Executive 
any power or prerogative in dealing 
with foreign powers. One of these is 
his right to 
nominate and 
appoint 
ambassadors, but this is limited 
bx 
tho proviso that he may do this onl> 
bv and with the advice and consent 
of the Senate. The other is his rig h ­ 
to make treaties. But this power, too. 
is 
limited 
and 
qualified 
by 
the 
proviso that in this ho must hate tnc 
advice, and consent of two-thirds o 
the Senate The fact that the builders 
of our government made it necessary 
for our president to obtain from two- 
thirds of the United States Senate an 
approval of any treaty he may make, 
instead of a bare 
majority, 
clearly 
indicates that the fram ers of the Con­ 
stitution wanted a double safeguard 
from any personal ambitions or de­ 
sire of aggrandizement on the part of 
the executive in 
his dealings 
with 
foreign powers. 
Not only did the 
Constitution ex­ 
pressly provide this check upon thn 
executive in his treaty making pow­ 
ers, but this recognition of the Senate 
as a treaty making power has been 
supported 
by 
long practice 
in our 
diplomatic affairs 
Jefferson who undoubtedly was in­ 
tim ately fam iliar with the intentions 
of the Constitution makers, asked the ( 
Senate for a specific authority before j 
he negotiated for the purchase of the J. 
Lornsiana Territory. 
Polk formally requested the Senate i 
to give him i^s advice as to what sort . 
of a treaty he should negotiate with j 
respect to the Oregon boundary. 
Under John H ay’s magnificent re-J 
ginie, he being acknowledged premier * 
of American diplomacy, every senator , 
wa: personally consulted as to what I 
should l>e included in the general ar- f 
bi Aration and Alaskan treaties.
